In a recent lssue of the Plonancial and
Commercial World there §s an interesting
anl prohable forecast of the result of the
electjon of Mr, Hryan, with a majority of
congress pledged to the free and unlimited
colnago of silver at 16 to 1,

The outeome of the election
known In the first week In November, bui
the new president and congress would not
como luto power (i1l March 4, 1807.  “Therc
would be an interval of four months in
which events would develop rapldly. The
gold  reserve of  §100,000,000 would be
onee absorbed, the World thiuks, by holders
of greenbacks and Sherman notes, My,
Cleveland would be willlng to stay n panic
Ly gtrengthening the depleted reserve with
a new issuwe of bonds, but in view of the
policy of the new ndministration to pay in-
tarest and principal of honds in  silver
“coin,” it wonld bhe Impossibie to get gold
by o new Issue of bonds.

The counlry's stock of some $500,000,000
of gold held now as a reserve by banks and
other fingocial institutione would he with
deawn (rom this function and hoarded for o
premivm. Ovier & fourth of our stock of
monpy, and the best part of it, would thus
todse 1o bo avallable for business Having
fallen 1o the silver basls, the value of all
pur other money would be ted to
nearly one-half Over $340. 000,000 of gEreen-
backs, $U45.000.000 of Sherman notes and
208,000,000 of “standard™ silver dollars, ag
pregating $802,685 000, would lose purchasling
power and sink Lo about $446.000000 of ef
fective money, The contraction af the our
peney due Lo the retirement of gold and de
pasement of sllver and greenbacks wonld
b n effect about $1.000,000.000, To by
vilded Is the coptraction in value of national
bank notes, which would be at par with
guch money as wias to he had. Deposits in
punkse would shrink o lke mapner and
chocks on deposits would bave diminlshed
purchasing power,

“In the face of such results,'
World, “'"maturing loans and mortgagos
would be ealled In, foreign Investinents
would be thrown on the market, oredit would
be destroyed and business stagnation, panie
and fallure would follow. With such a
contraction of currency and credit all mer-
chandise, including wheat and cotton, would
declineg to the lowest values ever kpown'
Should the new congress be summoued in
exira sesslon It could not meet before March
4, 1807. A thme would elapse before the
house could pass & froe colnage bill. There
would e resistance to It on the part of the
gold standard members, but we may con-
opeive that the il would get to the senaie
by April 1 In the senate the minovity
would fight it ohstinately, so that several
monthy might clapse before the bill would
b ready for the president's slgnature, Sec
retary Carlisle has eatimated the coinage
capacity of our mints at about $140,000 000
yearly, It would take pearly ffteon yearns
to replace with new usilver dollars the guld
that had been driven out of use. Silver
mey would foresee this, and their free coln
dge act would provide tor an lmmediate briue
of silver certificates at the 16 to 1 ratio (51
for 63 ecents), and the whole world would
share in the rush to get certifivates before
they fell to the witimate bulllon velue of
the silver in the dollar. The dearth of
moiey might muke an artifivial demand for
a Ume for such wmoney, as was to be had,
bt with the lssue of certificales a new in-
flation would begin.

The United States would recelve sllver
from all the world so long as the ailver dol-
lar hero would exchange for more than $I|-"I
price of the bulllon it contained. Thy
world's stock of sllver s over $4,00, 000,000,
a great part of which would come to take
the place of gold, Wheat and eotton would
however, conllnue to sell abroad at gold
prices, while our farmers would pay In-
finted silver prices for their supplies, Indla,
Husdia and Argenting would compete with
us to lncreased advantage end farm prices
would be worse than ever After a few
vears of sulfering the United States would
tire of the expeciment, but would be lodded
down with depreciated silver; its currency
would be In sad disorder, its credit would
he gope, atd there would be & gencral set
